Our  two  firms  possess  the  full  range  of  skills  necessary  to  execute 
the  project  and  to  respond  quickly  to  specific,  short  term,  work 
requests  from  the  BRA.   I,  and  the  other  key  project  staff,  have 
been  responsible  for  a  series  of  significant  projects  where  the 
principal  goal  has  been  to  establish  an  environment  supportive  of 
existing  and  desired  new  retail  activity. 

For  the  Capitol  South  Urban  Redevelopment  Corporation  in  Columbus, 
Ohio,  CGHA  served  as  the  coordinating  architects  and  planners  for 
a  $400  million  downtown  project  covering  3  blocks.  An  initial 
600,000  SF  retail  component,  to  be  built  in  two  parts,  constituted 
a  major  element  in  Capitol  South' s  first  phase,  together  with  1,000,000 
square  feet  of  office  space,  a  600  room  Marriott  Hotel,  expansion  of 
the  historic  Ohio  Theater,  and  associated  parking.  CGHA  worked 
closely  with  the  development  corporation,  individual  developers  in- 
cluding Cadillac  Fairview  Shopping  Centers  (USA)  and  the  John  W. 
Gallbreath  Company,  and  City  agencies  to  establish  streetscape 
elements,  a  coordinated  pedestrian  circulation  system,  a  servicing 
plan,  coordination  of  design  intent,  and  numerous  other  areas 
necessary  to  successful  implementation  of  complex  urban  development. 

For  the  City  of  Quincy  CGHA  worked  closely  with  a  developer  and  the 
City  to  prepare  a  development  plan  and  program  and  public  space 
and  traffic  plans  for  the  Hancock  Street  Development,  a 
project  involving  a  proposed  mixed-use  development  of  300,000  square 
feet  of  retail  space  together  with  office  space.   The  project's 
primary  objective  was  restoring  vitality  to  the  downtown  shopping 
area  in  light  of  the  recent  departure  of  Sears  and  several  other 
traditional  Quincy  Center  retailers.   CGHA's  efforts  related 
closely  to  the  needs  of  downtown  retailers  including  existing  anchor 
stores. 

In  Natick,  CGHA  is  providing  both  design  services  and  assistance  in 
securing  local  support  for  zoning  changes  to  permit  a  460,000  square 
foot  mixed-use  project  along  Route  9  in  Natick.   The  project  includes 
approximately  100,000  square  feet  of  retail  space  to  be  anchored  by 
a  new  Loehmann's  store  and  a  popular  restaurant.   We  have  begun  working 
with  prospective  tenants  to  refine  the  initial  retail  design  concept. 

In  Fall  River,  CGHA  is  working  with  the  firm  of  Harrington,  Keefe  and 
Schork  to  develop  a  plan  to  foster  renewed  growth  in  the  downtown 
area.  CGHA  is  providing  urban  design  services  in  support  of  the 
project's  primary  emphasis  on  economic  revitalization  of  Main  St.  and 
the  immediately  adjacent  retail  district.   A  major  focus  of  the  effort 
is  to  draw  on  the  increasing  attraction  of  Battle  Ship  Cove  to 
strengthen  retail  activity  in  downtown,  in  part  by  creating  a  strong 
urban  design  link  between  the  two. 

Finally,  CGHA  is  currently  working  with  MIT  to  prepare  a  developer's 
kit  for  the  27  acre  Simplex  Development  area  northwest  of  the  Campus 
in  the  Cambridgeport  neighborhood,  a  project  involving  a  significant 
retail  component  as  part  of  a  1.5  to  2.0  million  square  foot  mixed 
use  development.  The  kit,  75%  complete  at  this  time,  will  establish 
ground  rules  intended  to  assure  a  successful,  and  well  designed, 
mixed  use  project. 
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The  firm  of  Carol  R.  Johnson  and  Associates  has  completed  a  wide  range 
of  assignments  involving  downtown  streetscape  and  open  space  design  in 
support  of  retail  stabilization  and  expansion.  The  Center  City  Revitali- 
zation  project  for  the  Chelsea  central  business  district  was  completed 
in  1979.  It  involved  a  $3  million  public  improvements  program  for  the 
city's  retail  district,  funded  by  EDA  Title  X  funds. 

For  the  24-acre  Kendall  Square  project  in  Cambridge,  Carol  R.  Johnson 
was  responsible  for  landscape  improvements  in  public  areas  presently 
under  construction  and  for  planning  of  the  remaining  phases.   The  total 
budget  for  public  improvements  is  $9  million,  with  the  major  portion  for 
landscaping. 

For  the  Massachusetts  Avenue  Corridor  project  in  Arlington,  CJA  headed 
a  multi-disciplinary  team  responsible  for  developing  a  public  improve- 
ment program  to  encourage  an  improved  image  and  usage  of  the  main 
retail  area  in  Arlington.   Tom  Kirvan  was  the  principal  participant  for 
these  three  projects. 

In  Portsmouth,  New  Hampshire,  the  Market  Square  area  is  the  focus  of 
the  central  business  district.   CRJA  was  responsible  for  a  process 
and  design  that  brought  together  the  business  community  and  the 
consultants  to  produce  a  plan  combining  the  needs  of  business  activity 
with  an  improved  image  and  pride  in  the  downtown. 

CRJA  prepared  a  downtown  development  plan  for  Dover,  New  Hampshire  and 
was  involved  in  the  Lechmere  Triangle  project  in  Cambridge.   In 
addition  to  working  with  both  public  officials  and  retailers  in  most 
of  these  projects,  the  firm  worked  directly  with  Bloomingdales  on 
landscaping  at  the  Chestnut  Hill  Mall.   Throughout  its  work,  the 
firm  has  demonstrated  its  ability  to  work  collaboratively  with  other 
consultants  to  evolve  design  solutions  responsibe  to  economic  and 
market  realities. 

Most  of  these  projects  have  involved  quick  design  studies  and 
evaluation  of  options  for  traffic  planning,  street  furniture,  planting, 
landscaping,  and  similar  elements  to  determine  desireability,  costs, 
and  appropriateness;  use  of  these  quick  studies  ahs  been  important  in 
achieving  designs  that  were  highly  responsive  to  broader  downtown 
concerns. 

I  will  serve  as  team  coordinator  and  project  manager,  with  a 
particular  concern  for  issues  related  to  development  planning 
and  to  the  maintenance  of  contacts  with  other  consultants  and 
interested  participants  whose  involvement  is  sought  by  the  BRA. 
This  role  is  comparable  to  the  role  I  filled  for  the  Natick  pro- 
ject described  above;  I  am  also  directing  our  current  work  with 
MIT.   David  Dixon  will  responsible  for  the  urban  design  aspects 
of  the  project,  with  particular  emphasis  to  Parts  II  and  III  of 
the  proposed  scope  of  services.   He  served  as  project  manager 
for  the  Capitol  South  effort  and  for  the  work  in  Fall  River,  and 
he  prepared  the  design  guidelines  for  the  MIT  project.   Barbara 
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Ford  and  Charles  Smith  will  function  as  senior  staff  for  the  urban 
design  aspects  of  the  project.   Ms.  Ford  was  principal  urban  designer 
for  the  work  in  Quincy  and  Mr.  Smith  filled  the  principal  staff  role 
for  the  work  in  Fall  River.   Graphics  assistance  will  be  provided  by 
Enrico  Fanfani,  whose  work  is  included  in  our  presentation. 

Tom  Kirvan  will  be  the  project  manager  and  principal  participant 
for  Carol  R.  Johnson  Associates,  with  a  particular  focus  on 
Parts  I  and  IV  of  the  work  program.   John  Henry  Copley  will  serve 
as  the  senior  staff  member  for  landscape  design  and  will  also 
provide  rendering  skills  for  landscape  elements  of  the  project. 
Ms.  Johnson  will  serve  as  an  advisor  to  the  project  with  particular 
emphasis  on  landscape  design  issues. 

As  a  team  we  have  both  the  necessary  technical  skill  and  proven 
experience  working  as  members  of  an  inter-disciplinary  consultant 
team.  The  persons  identified  as  participants  are  all  available 
to  work  on  this  project  at  the  levels  indicated  on  the  accompanying 
schedule. 

We  look  forward  to  the  opportunity  of  working  on  this  challenging 
project.

The  site  includes  over  650,000  S.F.  of  mixed  large  and 
small  retail,  office  space,  restaurants  and  cinemas.  The 
major  portion  of  the  ground  floor  is  devoted  to  retail 
uses,  arranged  along  two-story,  glass-roofed  arcades 
with  anchor  stores  at  each  end  of  the  main  arcade,  and 
small  shops  lining  the  path  between  them.  Hancock 
Street,  as  it  passes  through  the  site,  is  an  arcade  which 
spans  the  Crosstown  Connector,  tying  the  new  develop- 
ment to  existing  retail  in  its  southernmost  block.  At  the 
second  level,  cinemas  and  restaurants  are  located  with 
views  of  Cottage  Avenue  as  well  as  the  interior  arcades. 
Second  and  third  level  neighborhood-oriented  office 
space  totals  approximately  140,000  S.F.  Ten-story  office 


space  totalling  200,000  S.F.  is  located  at  the  site's 
Chestnut  Street  frontage,  with  ground  floor  lobby  space 
linked  to  the  main  interior  arcade.  Both  are  on  axis  with 
the  entrance  of  the  county  court  building  on  the  opposite 
side  of  Chestnut  Street.  1,500  parking  spaces  are  pro- 
vided. Of  these,  1,100  are  in  the  east  garage,  above  the 
major  retail  space.  The  remaining  400  are  in  the  west 
garage.  Both  structures  have  direct  vehicular  access  from 
the  Crosstown  Connector  and  elevator  access  to  the 
shopping  arcades.  Site  contours,  substantially  higher 
along  the  Hancock  Street  axis,  allow  servicing  to  occur 
at  a  below-mail  level  which  also  connects  directly  to  the 
new  street.
